Ill. THE BREEDERS 


Winterthur First—Traverse City Second 


OR the second consecutive year, Winterthur Farms, 
F Winterthur, Del., wins the double honor of Lead- 

ing Honor List Owner and Leading Honor List 
Breeder, according to the point system devised by the 
World and explained in detail on page 7 of our issue 
of June 2. Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., 
and Oconomowoc, Wis., won this double honor 
the two years preceding. <A. C. Hardy, Brockville, On- 
tario, was leading Honor List Breeder both in 1923 and 
1924. Winterthur’s score this year as breeder was 544 
points. 


Traverse City State Hospital, one of the Michigan State 
Herds, for the fifth consecutive year made 459 points. 
This fine showing gives Traverse City first place by a 
large margin for breeder over a six-year period standing 
in 1922-23. Third place as breeder of Honor List pro- 
ducers goes to State School and Home, Redfield, S. D. 
with 325 points and in a hot contest for fourth place, 
John G. Ellis, Lee, Mass., Michigan Reformatory, Ionia, 
Mich., and Iowana Farms, Davenport, Iowa, placed in 
the order named. The three Nebraska state educational 
institutions at Lincoln, North Platte and Curtis and 
listed separately but the three have a combined total 
of 427 points, which would give them third place if all 
three were considered as one establishment. By the same 
token, the Michigan State Herds would rank far ahead of 
any individual breeder, were they to be considered as all 
one establishment, the seven institutions appearing as 
Honor List breeders having a combined total of 918 
points, or nearly half of Michigan’s high score of 1,935 
points. 


The following tables give much interesting information 
concerning the breeders of the Honor List point winners. 
Table I shows how the high breeders rank as owners and 
we find that of the twelve leading breeders of 1927-28, all 
except one rank among the first twenty owners and that 
of the twelve leading owners, eight rank among the 
twelve leading breeders. Table II shows the leading 
Honor List breeders for the six-year period starting in 
1922. Traverse City, as already stated is way out in 
front and Winterthur noses out Carnation for second 
place. Table III shows the arrangement of the Honor 
List breeders by states and we find Michigan the leading 
State of the year for Honor List breeders as she was for 
Honor List owners. There were 43 Michigan breeders 
with a total of 1935 points. Wisconsin as usual leads 
for number of breeders with 56, and stands second for 
number of points with 1,551. Ohio, which always ranks 
well up, this year is rather better than usual, standing 
second for number of breeders with 54 and third for num- 
ber of points with 1,408. New York has 44 breeders and 
1,246 points. Forty states appear on the list, including 
Ontario, Hawaii and District of Columbia. Table IV

E breaking Holstein season for 1928. The increase 

in official testing may operate to keep some breeders 
at home who would otherwise be out with show herds, 
but the fine results that have followed from successful 
show ring efforts during the past half-dozen years in 
the way of herd and breed publicity, with corresponding 
sales of breeding stock, has so thoroughly sold large 
numbers of breeders on the value of this work that we 
feel our opening statement is well justified. Last year 
there were perhaps a larger number of breeders making 
more or less extensive circuits with their show herds 
than in any previous year. Some of the familiar faces 
will be missing this year, but there will be others to take 
their places. For the convenience of these new exhibitors, 
and old ones who may wish to consider the invasion of 
new fields this year, we are presenting some suggestions 
as to circuits. 

An All-Eastern Circuit 


The first big fair in the east is the New York State 
Fair at Syracuse, August 27 to September 1. A liberal 
premium list, splendid accomodations and courteous 
management combine to make this a popular place for 
exhibitors. Conflicts with western dates have prevented 
exhibitors from the middle west from showing here during 
recent years, which should operate to bring out a larger 
representation from eastern breeders. New England 
breeders might well figure on stopping off at White River 
Junction, Vermont for the Twin State Fair August 21 to 
25. This fair offers about $400 in prize money, with only 
three places in a class, so that too large an entry list 
would not justify breeders in going far out of their way 
to make this stop. Following New York State Fair, 
Connecticut and Maryland State Fairs hold the boards 
during the first week of September. Maryland has the 
larger premium list and is putting forth special effort 
this year in connection with their Golden Jubilee Celebra- 
ition. In fact few fairs in the east offer more. To fill 
in the week intervening before the Eastern States Exposi- 
‘tion, which is the Classic of the East, the Berks County 
Fair at Reading, Pa., September 11-15 is suggested. With 
no state fair in Pennsylvania, several of their county 
fairs have grown to proportions that exceed many state 
fairs in size, and the Reading Fair, under its president, 
Abner S. Deysher, is one of the best. Then, the week 
of September 16-22, the Eastern States Exposition at 
Springfield, Mass. holds the center of the stage. This 
show has not had the support of eastern breeders in 
Tecent years to the extent that its importance and at- 
tendance deserves. The last week in the month, for 
herds that do not intend to stack up against the cream 
of the western and southern circuits at Waterloo, can 
be profitably spent at the Trenton Inter-State Fair or 
the New England Fair at Worcester. The former is the 
larger exhibition, but the latter means less expense in 
going on to the wind-up show at Brockton October 1-6. 
There is still time after Brockton to make the National 
Dairy Show at Memphis. 


A Mid-Central Circuit 

Middle-west herds desiring to make the eastern circuit 
can start at Central States Exposition, Aurora, Ill., August 
10-17, following at Illinois State Fair, Springfield, August 
18-25, and then striking eastward to Ohio State Fair at 
Columbus, August 27-Sept. 3, followed by Michigan State 
Fair September 2-8, and the Western Fair at London, 
Ont. in the week intervening before Eastern States. This 
Canadian fair offers good premiums and strong competi- 
tion, but breeders planning to make this show should be 
very sure of the red tape necessary to follow in connection 
with crossing the line for exhibition, as several breeders 
have been disappointed in the past two years in not 
being allowed to unload their cattle through failure to 
have all the necessary papers in order. Breeders starting 
at Ohio have the option of Michigan or Indiana the folow- 
ing week, with Kentucky the week after Indianapolis for 
those who desire to appeal to this southern market. West 
Michigan State Fair at Grand Rapids is another possibility 
for filling in the second week of September. 

Middlewestern Circuits 

The Middlewestern circuit proper will make its real 

start at Aurora, Ill., August 10-17, with the Mississippi 
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Valley Fair in Illinois as alternatives. The second week, 
Missouri and Illinois State Fairs will divide patronage, 
with many of the Southwest herds usually starting their 
circuits at Sedalia, Mo. Wisconsin exhibitors starting 
at Aurora, will probably take in the Illinois State Fair 
before returning to Milwaukee for the Wisconsin State 
Fair August 27 to Sept. 1. Wisconsin in recent years 
has been largely a Wisconsin show, with very few outside 
exhibitors. This has been due in part to the strength of 
the competition provided by Wisconsin exhibitors them- 
selves, and partly to the great attraction of the Iowa State 
Fair which comes the same week at Des Moines. Iowa 
is putting up real money and has become one of the 
great state expositions. Following Iowa and Wisconsin, 
the battle lines converge on the Northwest Dairy Ex- 
position at Minnesota State Fair, with a part of the 
Iowa contingent splitting to make the Nebraska State 
Fair August 31-Sept. 7. The second week in September 
finds a further division at South Dakota and the Kansas 
Free Fair at Topeka. The third week finds Kansas State 
Fair at Hutchinson most convenient in the circuit, with 
Colorado State Fair at Pueblo a possibility, but with a 
rather long ship. Those who are pointing for Waterloo, 
will either rest a week or go down to Oklahoma City 
September 22-29. Breeders desiring to appeal specially 
to the southwestern market have an unusual opportunity 
this year with the Oklahoma Free State Fair at Muskogee, 
following the shows mentioned, September 29-October 6; 
the Southwestern Dairy Show in connection with the 
great State Fair of Texas commencing October 6 and 
releasing the cattle in time to make the National Dairy 
Show at Memphis, October 13-20. The Live Stock Special 
from the National to the Pacific International at Portland, 
Ore. provides a real opportunity for a few outstanding 
herds, with the American Royal at Kansas City to fill in 
and help break up the trip home from the Coast. 


These circuits are offered merely as general sugges- 
tions. The number of breeders who would find it profit- 
able or desirable to go way through from August to 
November is very limited. Many variations, best’ suited 
to individual needs, will doubtless occur to breeders 
desiring to send out their show herds for a circuit lasting 
a month or six weeks in the particular territory wherein 
they have the best opportunity for developing a market 
for their animals. The following list of the more im- 
portant fairs may prove helpful in the formulation of 
show plans for 1928. Breeders starting in this game 
should bear in mind that if they succeed in winning 
enough prize money to pay their travelling expenses, they 
will be doing unusually well, and that the real benefit 
they get from their show ring activities is in the knowl- 
edge they get and publicity value resulting in the sending 
out of a creditable string for public inspection.

The Ormstown Live Stock Show 


The Ormstown Live Stock Show, held at Ormstown, 
Quebec, June 26-29, furnishes a fine example of the possi- 
bilities in developing a local show to a point where it 
attains national interest. Located in one of the best live 
stock sections of the Dominion of Canada, this event held 
annually in June has developed year by year until it offers 
a premium list that attracts herds from widely distant 
points. This year was no exception and the show took 
on a new dignity by the publication of an official program 
of entries along the lines that most of the State Fairs and 
other important shows follow. 

The district around Ormstown is the outstanding Ayr- 
shire breeding ground of North America and this breed 
of course is always a center of interest at this show. 
Holsteins have also made great strides and the 1928 event 
was a real quality exhibit. There was not the local par- 
ticipation we would like to see in a show of this char- 
acter, which was on account of the outstanding strength 
of the widely heralded show strings from Raymondale 
Farm and Jones & Kennedy of Prince Edward Island. 
These two herds with Helm Brothers of Huntingdon, Que- 
bec. along with a scattering of other local entries, made 
up the show. Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, 
brought out a wonderful string in perfect fit that is going 
to make a lot of show ring history before the smoke clears 
away after the Canadian Royal next November. Their 
famous senior sire, Brookholm Inka, is out this year at 
the head of their string and will go far. He has devel- 
oped more depth of middle—his worst lack in his younger 
days, but carries a bit too much fullness in the hams;

coming nearer the ideas of British breeders in this respect. 
He was an easy Grand Champion. Of even greater im- 
portance is the fact that he sired the winning Get of Sire 
group, the Junior Champion female and altogether four 
individual first prize winners. The Junior Champion fe- 
male, Raymondale Jewel, is a senior yearling out of Aaggie 
Abbekerk Jewel, the former Raymondale show cow now 
owned by M. L. McCarthy of Nova Scotia and Massa- 
chusetts. This heifer will be one of the good senior year- 
lings of 1928, with her pleasing combination of strength 
along with refinement and dairy quality. In addition to 
the outstanding young stuff by Brookholm Inka, Raymon- 
dale has one of the greatest aggregations of cows that 
will be seen representing any breeding institution this 
year. Raymondale altogether took fourteen firsts and had 
both Senior and Grand Champions and one Junior Cham- 
pionship, J. Walter Jones and H. J. Kennedy of Prince 
Edward Island, making up a herd for show purposes under 
the name of Jones & Kennedy, likewise had a very 
creditable string, with five first places to their credit, 
and thirteen seconds. Outstanding among their winnings 
were first and second in the class for produce of cow and 
first and second for dry cows, the winner in the latter 
class being an eleven-year-old daughter of Prince Colanthus 
Abbekerk.

Pontiac Zelos, the Marcou herd sire, brought $710 to 
Joseph F. Ray, Franklin, Massachusetts, and Pontiac De 
Vries De Kol was the top female at $350 on the bid of 
the Fred F. Field Holstein Company.

TEN YEARS AGO—JULY 1918 


Enthusiasm following the record breaking sale at Mil- 
waukee the preceding month was rampant and advertis- 
ing pages were filled with claims of the relationship to 
the $106,000 calf. During this phase in the development 
of Holstein advertising any bull that fell short of being 
“the greatest bull in the world’ was hardly worth men- 
tioning. Public sales in all sections of the country were 
reported in great numbers, with a wide range in prices, 


a considerable number averaging under the $200 mark, 
but going as high as $809 for A. W. Green’s first annual 


sale in Ohio, which had a $25,000 top for a 40-lb. calf. 
and John B. Irwin’s semi-dispersal of 73 head which 
averaged $618, with a $10,000 bull calf as a top, the lat- 
ter being purchased by E. C. Schroeder. Out in the 
state of Washington at the dispersal of the La Conner 
Flats Farm at Mt. Vernon, Ormsby Segis Marie, the 
champion three-year-old for milk production, sold for 
$12,500 to the Toyon Farm Association of California. 

Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, the first 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducer, was reported from Dutchland Farms as having 
dropped a pair of twin heifers at 14 years of age. 

The Black and White Record announced a tabulation 
of the leading prize winners on the prize list for 1917-18, 
with J. M. Hackney of St. Paul in first place and Henry 
Stevens & Son of Lacona, N. Y., in second place. King 
Segis Pontiac Count, the Hackney herd sire for the second 
successive year. was the leading sire of prize winners. 

A growing appreciation of long-time records was just 
beginning to be in evidence. Editorial attention was 
called to the unsoundness of the prevalent notion of re-. 
garding yearly records as sort of a supplement to the 
seven-day performances. Letters began also to appear 
from breeders along the line of giving the long-time rec- 
ords the consideration due them in setting values. 

On July 25, 1918 was issued the Valedictory number 
of the Black and White Record which merged with the 
Holstein-Friesian World following the publication of that 
number. 

Discussion of the controversial issues at the Milwau- 
kee Convention of June 1918 continued to wax warm in 
all three publications. 
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The 1928 Show Season 


HE 1928 show season is just around the corner; in fact 
< & it has already started in Canada, while the North Da- 

kota fairs hold the boards for the balance of this 
month on this side of the line. Next month the big circuits 
will get under way in earnest and will run with varying 
degrees of intensity will into November. 

Indications are for another record breaker. It seems 
that the fairs are putting forth unusual efforts this year 
to put up attractive premium lists and, in general, to stage 
better live stock shows as the backbone of their exposi- 
tions. 


The breeders themselves are apparently going forward 
with their preparations and while a few of the big winners 
of 1927 will not be out in 1928 on account of sales or other 
1easons, the large majority of the successful show herds 
of last year will again be out in force. There seems to be 
something about this show business that gets into the 
blood so that once a breeder has made a successful start 
along these lines he is pretty apt to keep it up over a 
period of years. 

The development of our Holstein shows has been one of 
the outstanding achievements of the Holstein industry 
curing the past eight or ten years, and this fact must be 
given its share of the credit for the improvement in type 
which our breed has made during these years. A distin- 
guished Canadian live stock man an educator in comment- 
ing on this imprevement recently stated that while we 
looked upon the breeders of the Old Country as masters 
of their art, there had been nothing in his observation dur- 
ing the whole history of live stock breeding to compare 
with the improvement that had been brought about in 
Holstein type during the past half dozen years. 


In addition to this factor in the situation, the advertis- 
ing value of a successful exhibit in an important show is 
not being overlooked by breeders. It is a form of advertis- 
ing that can not be secured in any other way and which 
in the present market demand for better type provides the 
most effective supplement to other forms of advertising. 
We hope, therefore, that advance indications are not mis- 
leading and that the 1928 season will prove to be indeed 
a banner year for Holstein shows. It is a subject of con- 
cern to the entire industry because the benefits are by 
no means confined to the particular breeders directly 
represented. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be found announcements 
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from a number of the fairs that are putting forth special 
efforts to cooperate in staging Holstein shows of the right 
sort for 1928. 


Public Sale Ethics 


UCH has been said and written in the past regarding 
M the ethics of. public sales. Perhaps the most frequent 

complaint has been in the matter of by-bidding. That 
this abuse has by no means been confined to Hostein 
sales is evident from the following amendment to the by- 
laws adopted at the recent annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club: 


“Animals sold at public auction must be transfered from 
the seller to the buyer and shall not be re-transfered to 
the seller until a satisfactory explanation is filed with the 
secretary of the American Guernsey Cattle Club and ae- 
cepted by the Executive Committee.” 

This plan should prove effective in curbing a practice 
that has no legitimate place in public sale procedure and 
while frowned upon by reputable breeders is nevertheless 
a very difficult matter for sale managers to control com- 
pletely. 


There are of course two sides to most questions and we 
were interested to get the reaction of one of our well 
known breeders when we asked him his opinion of this 
new Guernsey regulation. His reply was that by-bidding 
in not as serious an abuse as what might be called “by- 
buying.” In the former situation, he maintained, no buyer 
is forced to pay more than he feels an animal is worth. 
In other words, he is at perfect liberty to stop bidding 
whenever he feels that the animal is going for more than 
its value. On the other hand, this breeder raises the ques- 
tion if it is not just as wrong morally for prospective buy- 
ers to go through the sale offerings in advance and divide 
up those that they want, each agreeing not to bid against 
the other on the particular animals chosen. His pictur- 
esque designation of this rather common | ractice was “by- 
buying,” and he defended the practice of by-bidding under 
such circumstances as the only way for the seller to meet 
such a situation, aimed at his pocketbook just as directly 
as though actual larceny had taken place. 


Either of the practices referred to is repugnant to the 
principles of a fair and open market, which a public auc- 
tion sale should presuppose. A combination of buyers to 
divide up the offerings in order to get them at far below 
their real value, when carried to an extreme, comes very 
close to the borderline of stealing. On the other hand, the 
practice of by-bidding if allowed to go unchecked may 
threaten the very integrity of the public sale institution, 
to the great loss of the purebred live stock industry which 
it has served in the past. Fair, honest and above-board 
treatment of buyer and seller, each by the other, is a nec- 
essary fundamental in the future development of our public 
sales. 





Stevenson Case Heard 


HE damage action of George E. Stevenson of Pennsyl- 
vania against the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America to compel his reinstatement as a member of 
the organization and the payment of damages for his ex- 
pulsion as an undesirable member was heard in United 
States Court in Buffalo, July 2, before Judge Hazel. The 
Association: was represented by its chief counsel Hon. O- 
U. Kellogg and Attorney Louis Babcock of Buffalo, who 
has assisted in previous litigation growing out of the Cab- 
ana matters. The Association entered a motion to have 
the complaint dismissed. An early decision is expected. 
Stevenson was represented by G. S. Van Gorder of Buf- 
falo and it is no new thing for the Association to face 
this pair in court as they have been heard frequently in 
New York State courts in the so-called Cabana nuisance 
cases that attempted futilely to hash and re-hash the same 
issues previously decided in favor of the Association ir 
early cases of the same series. 

Doc Reynolds in a recent issue of what the Roughage 
Department calls the “Arrisburg ’Ollerer” came close to 
the borderline of an actionable statement when he stated 
it to be his understanding that other damage suits against 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America were con- 
templated which threatened to “wipe out the entire as- 
sets of that organization.” We do not anticipate that the 
result of the present Stevenson litigation will provide 
much comfort for the other friends of Doc Reynolds’ so- 
called organization who may have entertained hopes of 
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nice, fat cash settlements by virtue of their having been 
expelled from the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica as undesirable members.

All-American Committee Completed 


ITH the announcement from the Pacific Interna- 
W ions that Bob Haeger is to place the Holstein 

awards there next fall, the personnel of the AIll- 
American committee for 1928 is completed. The other 
members previously announced are: Axel Hansen, who 
will judge at the National Dairy Show; Prof. H. H. Kildee. 
who will officiate at the Eastern States Exposition; and 
W. S. Moscrip, who will judge at the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress. We understand that Mr. Moscrip has also 
been invited to judge at the Royal Winter Fair of Canada, 
which will give the committee an opportunity for first- 
hand study of the best animals to be brought out in Can- 
ada this year also. The other members of the committee 
likewise will officiate at other shows in various parts of 
the country, all of which will be helpful in the business 
of selecting the All-American winners, a task that carries 
with it considerable responsibility on account of the im- 
portance breeders attach to these honorary awards.

Sally Francy, by the way, is one of the coming sensations 
of the show ring, barring accidents. She is a cow only 
four years old and with a little more development is going 
to go far.. She has the style and character along with per- 
fect udder, top line, spring of rib and other points dis- 
tinguishing a real champion. Remember this name, because 
it is going to be heard from further in the reports of the 
shows in the future. In addition to breeding this cow, 
Walter Jones was very proud of the fact that in the junior 
section of the R. O. P. class all five cows in the ring 
were of his breeding. 

Helm Brothers of Huntington, Quebec, made a very 
creditable showing against such competition, bringing out 
the Junior Champion of the show in a sensational junior 
calf by their herd sire, Perfection Posch Lad, who placed 
fifth in the aged class. This calf attracted a lot of atten- 
tion on account of its perfect rump and top line and gen- 
eral quality and style, and some of the most experienced 
show men present predicted a remarkable future for this 
calf. He had to be outstanding in order to beat Raymon- 
dale’s sensational yearling, Brookholm Inka 23d, last 
year’s All-American bull calf. He has grown very fast 
since last year and is a bit up on legs, as well as develop- 
ing rather flat in the ribs.

All previous records are exceeded 
by the Eastern States Exposition in 
its premium offerings for 1928 ac- 
cording to the general prize list 
issued by the management today, a 
grand total in all divisions of $103,- 
333 being offered to exhibitors at the 
annual fall show from Sept. 16 to 22 
inclusive. 

Increases are noted in the several 
livestock Classes, in poultry awards 
and in prizes for the Exposition dog 
show. In addition there are numer- 
ous specials in every division, many 
prizes of valuable plate and also 
merit awards of medals, ribbons and 
badges in practically every class. 
Much of the increase in the premiums 
noted this year has been made pos- 
sible through the cooperation and in- 
terest of the various breed associa- 
tions, individuals and other agencies 
devoted to the advancement of agri- 
culture, industry and work among 
the boys and girls. 

In the cattle division a total of 
$29,740 is offered. Cattle classes in- 
clude Guernseys, Holsteins, Ayrshires, 
Jerseys and Brown Swiss in the dairy 
group; Devons and Milking Short, 
horns in the dual purpose types, and 
Aberdeen Angus, Herefords, and Beef 
Shorthorns in the beef cattle classes.

C. T. A. record and with a four-year 
average in C. T. A. work of 13,214 lbs. milk and 550 lbs. butter, to Geo. S. 
Kingsley, Towanda, Pa., for $300. A daughter of this cow, only a November 
calf. went to W. C. Woods, Carlisle, Pa., at $265. 

A large crowd was present with buyers from all parts of Pennsylvania 
and two from New York State. Baxter and Backus did the selling. At the 
close of the sale, the Bradford County breeders asked Mr. Backus to promote 
another sale for them in the fall and the date of October 16 was selected.

Ona bull, went to F. W. Eyer, Tryone, Pa., at 
$525. Top female was Ladnar Hengerveld Belle, a 21-lb. three-year-old with 
a good C. T. A. record, she a daughter of the great transmitting 1,127-Ib. sire, 
Forest City Pontiac Caddy De Kol, who went to Frank W. Fernsler, Lebanon, 
Pa., at $380. Her dam, now eight years old, a 27-lb. cow with a C. T. A. record 
of 16,701 lbs. milk, went to M. H. Bennetch, Sheridan; Pa., at $275.

Nothing demonstrated progress in 
the Holsteins as did the get of sire 
class in which there were ten entries 
and the first six groups showed 
wonderful uniformity of Holstein type.

Abbekerk Sylvius Lad came forward 
again this year in condition to 
readily win the senior and grand 
championship in the aged bull class. 
He did not have serious competition, 
but in the two-year-olds there were 
Colony Koba McKinley 31, shown by 
Strathmore which was reserve senior;

SHEFFIELD MILK PRICES 


The price to be paid for the milk 
sold in the month of June for the 
12,000 dairymen who are members of 
the Sheffield Producers Cooperative 
Association is $2.12% per hundred 
pounds in the 201-210 mile zone with 
the usual freight and butterfat dif- 
ferentials. This is equivalent to 
$2.32% per hundred pounds for milk 
sold on a 3.5 fat basis. 

Beginning with July 1, members 
who deliver their milk to a Sheffield 
Grade A plant and who keep their 
bacteria count within the prescribed 
limits will receive a premium of 40 
cents per hundred pounds above the 
quoted price. For April, May and 
June the maximum premium was 25 
cents. 
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The recent warm weather has 
created an increased demand for milk 
and it is confidently expected that 
the market will soon be in such 
condition that the Directors of the 
Sheffield Producers Cooperative 
Association will be able to secure an 
early increase for the members of the 
Association and that other groups 
will also be able to increase their 
prices at the same time. 

Until further notice the prices 
agreed upon for THREE PER CENT 
Grade B milk in the different clags- 
ifications in the 201-210 mile zone 
subject to the usual differentials are 
as follows: 

Class 1—$2.70 per hundred

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REPORT OF FOOT-AND-MOUTH- 
DISEASE COMMISSION SUP. 
PORTS U. S, ERADICA- 

TION METHODS 
The highly infectious nature of 
foot-and-mouth disease, methods of 
dealing with the malady in European 
countries, and the results of exten- 
sive research are discussed by the 
American foot-and-mouth-disease com- 
mission, in a special report, published 
as Technical Bulletin 76-T of the 
United States Department of Agri- 

culture. 

Acting under authority ‘of Congress, 
the commission went to Europe in 
May, 1925, to make observations and 
to perform original research for the 
purpose of determining the best 
methods of suppressing outbreaks that 
may later occur in the United States. 
Its members were Peter K. Olitsky, 
of the Rockefeller Institute of Med- 
ical Research, Jacob Traum, of the 
University of California, and Harry 
W. Schoening, of the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Owing to the 
highly virulent nature of foot-and- 
mouth disease and the fortunate free- 
dom of the United States from its 
presence, the commission performed 
its work abroad in countries where: 
the disease is present. 

Returning after approximately a 
year’s research in consultation with 
leading European scientists and@ 
veterinary officials, the commission 
prepared its report which consists of 
172 printed pages. It makes available’ 
to American scientists, livestock of- 
ficials, and the public a comprehen-- 
sive treatise on this dangerous live- 
tock malady in all it phases. 


Covers Both Scientific and Regulatory: 
Problems 

The report includes an introdution 
by Dr. John R. Mokler, chief of the: 
Bureau of Animal Industry, a sum- 
mary of control methods used in the 
principal European countries, detail- 
ed results of experimental studies,. 
discussions of the survival of virus 
apart from infected animals, methods 
by which the disease is carried, stud- 
ies on the disease, vesicular stomati- 
tis, which closely resembles foot-and- 
mouth disease, and conclusions. 

Though highly technical, the re- 
port shows briefly that the disease 
takes a heavy toll in all - countries 
where it is firmly established. The 
losses in such countries apparently” 
occur largely in tide-like cycles.

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that animals are most likely to spread 
the contagion in the early stage of 
the disease, that practically all cloven- 
footed animals are susceptible, that 
the greatest source of danger is re- 
moved by slaughter and proper dis- 
posal of the involved animals, that the 
virus may remain alive for one or 
two months and perhaps longer, and 
that the disinfecting of premises and 
restocking of previously infected 
farms should be conducted under of- 
ficial veterinary supervision. 

The commission indorses the 
slaughter and quarantine method with 
supplementary safeguards, as regul- 
arly used for eradicating the disease 
on occasions when it appeared in the 
United States. The main reason for 
prompt slaughter, the report states, is 
to remove as soon as possible the 
greatest source of active virus. Even 
though the disease spreads rapidly, 
involving practically all cloven-footed 
animals, it frequently takes from one 
to several weeks before all susceptible 
animals in a herd have contracted the 
disease and in turn have passed 
through the highly infectious stage. 
During this entire period each animal 
or group of animals becomes a 
source of danger, in many instances 
even before any evidence of the dis- 
ease is seen. The slaughter method 
removes these potential reservoirs of 
virus. 

Slaughter Method Combines 
tiveness with Economy 

“In support of the value of the 
slaughter method,’ the commission 
added, “it may be stated that in the 
United States the disease has been 
eradicated and in Continental Euro- 
pean countries it has not been appre- 
ciably diminished.”

Mr. Olsen joined the Department of 
Agriculture in 1919, as an assistant 
agricultural e€conomist, and has been 
progressively promoted since then 
through the various economic activi- 
ties of the department. As assistant 
chief of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, Mr. Olsen has been re- 
sponsible for the development and 
coordination of research work in the 
bureau. He has also had adminstrative 
charge of the Division of Agricultural 
Finance, directing the research and 
investigational work of that unit. 

“Through training and experience 
Mr. Olsen is eminently fitted to carry 
on the activities so ably administered 
by Mr. Tenny,” Secretary Jardine said 
in commenting on the appointment. 
“As a result of his broad experience 
Mr. Olsen has a full appreciation and 
understanding of the various lines of 
work in his bureau. In addition he 
has a sympathetic grasp of the econ- 
omic problems facing American agri- 
culture and with his background will 
be able to mobilize the resources of 
the bureau in their solution. I am 
confident that his merited appoint- 
ment will be happily received by all 
agricultural interests.”

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| RAYMONDALE MAKING PROGRESS 

It was the privilege of a World rep- 
resentative to spend a very pleasant 
forenoon recently at Raymondale 
Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec. Even with 
20 head of the tops of the herd ab- 
sent at the Ormstown Fair, with re- 
sults reported in some detail in con- 
nection with the story of that fine 
show, the animals left at home would 
provide a nucleus for a show herd that 
many breeders would be proud to 
have represent their institution. Man- 
ager Goodhue certainly has an eye 
for a good cow and has made some 
excellent additions to the string of 
foundation matrons that are being 
mated with Brookholm Inka. The re- 
sults have made history in show rings 
of the past few seasons with every 
prospect that this year will outshine 
any previous year in Raymondale his- 
tory. The first daughters of Brook- 
holm Inka to freshen are now well 
along on yearly test and there will 
be some very pleasing announcements 
to make a little later. Among all the 
breeding cows in the herd the Ray- 
mondale people are counting most 
strongly on Wisconsin Fobes 7th. 
This youngest of the famous Fobes 
full sisters was purchased in the 
Erickson sale in 1924 and she has 
developed consistently, both in her 
own conformation and records, until 
it is not inconceivable at the present 
time that. she may eventually outrank 
either Fobes 5th or Fobes 6th both 
of whom have been better known, 
perhaps, in the past. Fobes 7th is a 
cow of great size, typical of the 
daughters of Sir P. O. M. 37th and is 
now about five months along on her 
fourth yearly record with every pros- 
pect of going well above the 1,100-lb. 
mark on three-time milking. She has 
averaged over 4% during all of her 
records at Raymondale and _ her 
daughters that are running on test 
along with her are likewise both test- 
ing over 4%. The older of these two 
daughters, sired by Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes, is running as a three-year-old 
and the younger is by Brookholm 
Inka as a first-calf two-year-old.

Mr. Allen N. Crissey 


Mr. Crissey, Eastern Representa- 
tive, reports fifteen meetings with an 
attendance of 8,855 people, also fifty- 
four conferences and_ thirty-seven 
farm visits. 

Four days were spent on the Bos- 
ton and Maine R. R. Better Dairy Sire 
Special exhibiting and lecturing about 
the Holsteins on the train as well as 
distributing Holstein literature. 
Twelve meetings were held in con- 
nection with the train with a good 
attendance. 

Mr. Crissey assisted in securing 103 
head of cattle in Maine for a buyer 
and helped several others in securing 
cattle in other New England States. 
He assisted in the preliminary work 

for the New York Central Bull train 
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to be operated in Pennsylvania this 
fall. Help was given in planning Field 
Days and programs. Plans were laid 
for several county booths and assist- 
ance rendered in selecting show 
herds. A series of meetings and farm 
visits were planned for Maryland in 
August. 





Mr. H. R. Lascelles 


Mr. H. R. Lascelles, West Central 
Fieldman, reports eighteen meetings 
with an attendance of 465 people. He 
attended twenty conferences and 
made sixty-eight farm visits during 
the month. 

The month was spent in the states 
of Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska and 
his work consisted of the following 
activities:(1) Calf club judging dem- 
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onstrations; (2) County Holstein- 
Frieisian Association organization; 


(3) Selecting, show herds and plan- 
ning booths at fairs; (4) Arranging 
for summer picnics to be held in July 
and August; (5) Preparing five 
articles for mewspapers. 





Mr. R. E. Everly . 

Mr. Everly, Western Representative 
reports thirteen meetings with an at- 
tendance of 1,387 people, eight Hol- 
stein conferences and _ five farm 
visits. Five Black-and-White Diary 
Shows having an attendance of 2,350 
people. One of. the outstanding feat- 
ures of Mr. Everly’s report for the 
month are the Black-and-White Days 
held in Utah and Idaho. The attend- 
ance at all of these Holstein gather- 
ings has been above any other year 
and the enthusiasm for the Black-and- 
Whites greater than for several years 
past. One Black-and-White Day in 
Utah is reported as the greatest ever 
held, 190 Holsteins being exhibited. 
In connection with this day the Utah 
State Holstein Association held its 
annual summer meeting and _ sixty- 
five were present, it being the largest 
in history. Plans were made for more 
of the Black-and-White Days and Hol- 
stein picnics in the future. Consider- 
able publicity was given to news- 
papers about these events. 

The Washington State Board of Di- 
rectors have voted $300 in premiums 
to county herds shown at Washington 
Fairs this fall and plans were laid to 
extensively help the calf club work. 
Mr. Everly gives some definite con- 
clusions on the value of these Black- 
and-White Days in the Western terri- 
tory. They are as follows: 

“IT would like to take this oppor. 
tunity to tell of my conclusions drawn 
from two weeks of Black-and-White 
Shows and tours in Southern Idaho. 

1. It is my opinion that these shows 
are the best breed extension work 
done in the Northwest. 

2. They are a distinct stimulus to 
better dairying. 

3. They stimulate buying and sell- 
ing and get many new breeders. 

4. They give us a splendid chance 
to get acquainted with our breeders. 

5. They promote and_= stimulate 
Calf Club work. 

6. They get many people interested 
who are not touched by County and 
District fairs. 

7. They get the breed extra news- 
paper publicity.” 


Mr. E. M. Clark 

Mr. E. M. Clark, Dairy and Market 
Specialist, reports three meetings 
having an attendance of 119, thirteen 
conferences and eight farm visits. 

Mr. Clark attended the Ohio State 
Sale at Wooster which was a great 
success in every way. One week was 
spent in Washington, D. C., and vicin- 
itv working on the milk market situ- 
ation. The report of this situation will 
be made later to the Board of Direct- 
ors. He attended the Montgomery 
County, Md. Holstein meeting and also 
the Maryland State Holstein-Friesian 
Association at which time matters 
pertaining to the Washington milk 
situation were discussed. The rest of 
the time was spent in Chicago taking 
eare of correspondence, routine work, 
preparing purebred sire articles, etc. 
During this time he called on_ six 
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breeders in the Chicago territory 
helping to locate bulls for Southern 
buyers. 


Mr. Earl J. Cooper _ 

Mr. Cooper’s field activities during 
the month consisted briefly of the 
following activities: May 1st, spent at 
Trenton, New Jersey meeting with 
State Holstein Association Board of 
Directors. Plans were made for carry- 
ing on other work in that state. May 
2nd was spent at York, Pa., with Mr. 
H. E. Robertson, Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Association, on state 
association matters. May 3rd to 8th 
was spent in Washington, D. C., in 
making a preliminary survey of the 


Washington milk market situation 
and in attending meetings and con- 


ferences of the American Diary Fed- 
eration Pilgrimage. Calls were made 
on six men in the various departments 
of the Bureau. Dairy work was also 
done with the Federal Board of Voca- 
tional Agriculture and _ assistance 
given in a bill before Congress re- 
garding that important work. The day 
of May 15th was spent in Milwaukee 
in preliminary convention arrange- 
ments. The remainder of the month 
was spent at the office preparing 
publicity and carrying on the usual 
work of the Director of Extension. As- 
sistance was given during one week 
to a Holstein Milk Booth at the Wo- 
mans’ World’s Fair. A splendid type 
Holstein was exhibited during the 
week and Holstein milk was distribut- 
ed. Many thousands of housewives, 
doctors and nurses, etc., visited the 
booth and many discussions were held 
on the value of Holstein milk as a 
food.

SUITABLE GRAIN MIXTURES 


At this season it is difficult to 
make specific recommendations that 
will be widely applicable. Some herds 
are still stable fed, others are entire- 
ly on pastures while still others fit 
in between. Grain feeding on pasture 
is often desirable. When _ pasture 
grass is well grown and hearty, a 
relatively low protein grain mixture 
is sufficient. Later, when the grass 
is short and hard to get, a higher 
protein content is needed to furnish 
a balanced ration.

nutrients that unless the cows receive 
a well formulated mixture of eop. 
centraies they will not only decline 
in production but lose weight as wel], 
This condition should be prevented by 
giving a grain mixture containing 
17-18% digestible or 20% © totaj 
protein. A good one is 100 pounds 
middlings, 200 pounds hominy or corn, 
300 pounds wheat bran, 100 pounds 
cottonseed meal, 100 pounds gluten 
feed and 200 pounds linseed oil meal. 
Another that is highly recommended 
is composed of 300 pounds hominy, 
300 pounds wheat bran, 200 pounds 
middlings, 


100 pounds gluten meal, 
100 pounds cottonseed meal. 
Minerals are more readily assim- 


ulated when the animals have free 
access to sunshine and are eating 
succulent food. Therefore, the use of 
mineral supplements is urged by some 
when the herd is on pasture. Equal 
parts of salt, steamed bone meal and 
finely ground limestone have been 
recommended at the rate of 60 pounds 
of the mixture to each ton of feed. 
Regardless of the summer price of 
milk, it pays to keep the dairy herd 
in good condition during the summer 
months.

PRODUCER 


Florence Veeman Pontiac 530126 is 
the latest addition to the list of 1,000- 
lb. fat producers, according to notice 
received from her owner, Joseph H 
Brewer, Blythefield Farms, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., who gives her figures 
as 1,023.3 lbs. fat or 1,279.12 Ibs. but- 
ter from 27,204.6 lbs. milk. She thus 


“becomes the highest fat producer 


bred and developed in Michigan anq 
her fat record is the second highest 
ever made in Michigan. She igs the 
124th cow of the breed to make a 
1,000-lb. fat record in the Advanced 
Registry and there are 21 more that 
have exceeded this figure in the 
Canadian R. O. P., making 145 Hol. 
steins in the United States and Can. 
ada that have produced 1,000 Ibs. fat 
or better. 

As a junior three-year-old, Florence 
Veeman Pontiac broke the Michigan 
State Record with 32.57 Ibs. butter, 
which still stands as the highest for 
this age in the state. She came back 
at five years old with 35.23 lbs. but- 
ter from 599.1 Ibs. milk. Her latest 
record of over 1,000 Ibs. fat was 
made at the age of eight years. 

She was bred by H. E. Rising, 
Woodland, Mich., being a daughter of 
Weed Pontiac Alcartra 172877 from 
Pauline Veeman Korndyke De Kol 
370070. Her sire is from a 31-lb. dam 
and by a 32-lb. son of King Segis Pon- 
tiac Alcartra. Her dam is one of the 
two 1,000-lb. daughters of Sir Korn- 
dyke Veeman Hengerveld, one of 
Michigan’s best known sires, and the 
second dam is that famous old 32-lb. 
foundation cow, Dora De Kol Ooster- 
baan, who averaged over 100 Ibs. milk 
a day for thirty days on official test 
and who has four good record daugh- 
ters including a 31-lb. four-year-old 
and a 1,000-lb. cow. 

Her two short-time records were 
made by Mr. Rising, who consigned 
her to the Grand Rapids National 
Sale in 1925, when she was purchased 
by Mr. Brewer, her present owner, 
who is fortunate in having a yearling 
son of this great producer, sired by 
A. K. S. Model Pietje, a son of Alcar- 
tra King Sylvia from a 35-lb. and 
three times 34-lb. daughter of Cham- 
pion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, next dam 
a 36-lb. and twice 35-lb. daughter of 
a twice 37-lb. cow. Alcartra King 
Sylvia, the sire’s sire, is well known 
as a great proven son of Tilly Alcar- 
tra by Carnation King Sylvia, one of 
the great sons of May Echo Sylvia, 
which gives the sire of the Brewer 
calf a wonderful combination of both 
long and short time backing. 

Mr. Brewer is developing one of the 
finest herds in the country at Blythe- 
field Farms, ranking fifth as an Hon- 
or List herd for 1927-28 with a total 
seore of 315 Honor List Points.

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OVER HALF OF PENNSYLVANIA 
CATTLE T. B. TESTED 

Considerably more than half of all 
the cattle in Pennsylvania have been 
tested at least once for tuberculosis, 
the Bureau of Animal _ Industry, 
Pennsylvania Department of Agricul- 
ture, has announced. 

The number tested by June 1 had 
reached 767,000 which is over 57 per 
cent of the total cattle population of 
1,330,000. 

Under the area test plan all the 
cattle in 22 counties have been tested. 
Bleven of these counties—Butler, 
Cameron, Clearfield, Columbia, Craw- 
ford, Indiana, Jefferson, Lawrence, 
McKean, Mercer and Potter—are now 
known as “modified accredited coun- 
ties” having bovine tuberculosis re- 
duced to less than one-half per cent. 

The other eleven counties—Beaver, 
Elk, Huntingdon, Mifflin, Monroe, Sul- 
livan, Susquehanna, Tioga, Union, Ven- 
ango, and Warren—have been com- 
pletely tested but have not qualified 
as modified accredited counties. 

The continued popularity of the 
bovine tuberculosis eradication work 
is indicated by the fact that 55,696 
head of cattle comprising 6,276 herds 
were tested under the area and indi- 
vidual herd plans during May and on 
June 1 all the cattle in 3,334 herds in 
52 counties were: waiting the test by 
the individual herd plan and all the 
herds in 79 townships in 22 counties 
were waiting the test under the area 
plan, making a total of 40,000 cattle 
in all awaiting the test.

For April we had 304 cows under 
test and 257 of these were Black and 
Whites. The average production, in- 
cluding dry cows, was 866 lbs. milk 
and 31.0 lbs. fat. Sixty-six cows pro- 
duced over 1,250 lbs. milk and of 
course they were all _ Holsteins. 
Thirty-seven produced over 50 Ibs. 
fat and 31 were Holsteins. The 
high herd for the month was 
Michigan State Sanitarium, 41 regis- 
tred Holsteins with an average of 
1,194 lbs. milk and 40.1 Ibs. fat. A 
close second was M. L. McPherson, 
Oakdale Farm, Howell, Michigan, with 
9 Holsteins and an average of 1,198 
Ibs. milk, 39.5 lbs. fat. The high cow 
for the month was Winona Silver, a 
five-year-old registered Holstein 
owned by Michigan State Sanitarium, 
producing 2,073 lbs. milk and 82.9 lbs. 
fat, three-time milking. The second 


was Silver Queen Koshen Pietertje, 
eight-year-old registered Holstein 
owned by Henry Boyes, producing 


2,097 lbs. milk and 73.4 lbs. fat. Third 
was a _ two-year-old registered Hol- 
stein owned by L. R. Crouse Farm, 
Harbland, Mich., giving 2,076 lbs. milk 
and 70.6 Ibs. fat.
